Washington. .Ian. 10. — The war de¬ 
partment has received the following 
from Gen. Otis: 

“Bates pursuing enemy in south with 
vigor: Schwan’6 column moving along 
shore Laguna de Bay struck 800 insur- 
rectos under Gen. Noriel at Binen. 6th 
/ inst, and drove them westward on 
‘Silaug: captured plaee. from which 
point cavalry pushed through to Iu- 
dang; Schwan captured three of No- 
riel’s six pieces of artillery and will 
take remainder; also his transporta¬ 
tion, with records and large quantity 
of ammunition. Two battalions of the 
Twenty-eighth, part of Wheaton’s col¬ 
umn. struck enemy near Imtts yester¬ 
day. killing and wounding 140. Birk- 
heimer. with battalion Twenty-eighth, 
struck enemy intrenched west of Ba- 
coor yesterday morning. Enemy left 
on field 65 in dead. 40 woo tided and 32 
rifles. Our Io$s thus far is Lieut. 
Cheney. Fourth infantry. 4 enlisted 
men killed. 24 enlisted men wounded. 
Expected that Schwan’s troops will cut 
off retreat of enemy’s Cavite army. 

I Whoa Ion moving to-day on I>as Marl- 

* nas. Boyd. Thirty-seventh infantry, 
moved east from Las Banos, surround¬ 
ed troops of Gen. Hlsnl at daylight, 
capturing -Risul and considerable prop¬ 
erty. It is expeeted that Cavite and 
Batangus provinces will be cleared up 
soon. In the north. Ia>onhanser. with 
three companies Twenty-fifth attacked 
robber bands ill Araynt mountain, dis¬ 
persed them: destroying their barracks 
and subsistence: found tliere five of 
our prisoners whom they had picked 
up on railroad. Three killed, two seri¬ 
ously wounded. These northern rob¬ 
ber bands will lie actively pursued." 

PIbkdc !■ Not Kplilfnilc. 

Manila. Jan. 10.—Tile bubonic plague 
is.fl-ct sporadic. There have been six 
cases and four deaths. Preparations' 
are being made to establish hospitals 
and for disinfecting and quarantining. 
Great numbers of provincial natives 
.are or ming to Manila with the result 
•tthat the city is overcrowded, the in¬ 
i' eu-aso in accommodations being inad- 
/ equate and the rice necessary for 
foodstuffs is more expensive than dur¬ 
ing the past twelve years. The plague 
Is drugerons to the overcrowded, un¬ 
derfed and unwashed natives and 
Chlnr.rren. American avoiding direct 
contact with the disease are safe. A 
force of Filipinos charged twelve men 
of the Third cavalry who-were scout¬ 
ing behind San Fernando do Latibon.. 
Or.e trooper and three horses and car¬ 
bines were captured. The enemy lied. 

DEVOURED IIV SHARKS. 

. Awful Fate of Shipwrecked Chinru 
SuilorN. 

San Francisco. Jan. Id-The story of 
/the loss of the Briiisli -■.li iaicr Hupeh 
on her voyage from this city to Hong¬ 
kong. via Java, has been received in 
this city, and tlic details show that the 
loss of the vessel was accompanied by 
a far greater loss of life than the cable 
. reports told of. The vessel sprung 
• aleak after leaving Java with a cargo 
-of sugar for Hongkong. The Chinese 
crew refused to work, and the ship’s 
boats, with one exception, were de¬ 
stroyed during tin* storm, and the crew 
built a number of rafts, launching 
them and setting them afloat, leaving 
■the captain and one passenger on 
board the vessel. The Europeans oc¬ 
cupied one rnft and the Chinese were 
divided on six or seven others. The 
rafts were soon surrounded liy hun¬ 
dreds of ravenous sharks who. in their 
eagerness to get at tlie shipwrecked 
sailors. Jumped out of the water. Soon 
several of the Chinese rafts were over¬ 
turned and it was then thut the Euro¬ 
peans decided to return u> the vessel. 
The only remaining lxiat was repaired 
and launched, the captain taking com¬ 
mand. The island of l.nliand. in the 
. Philippine group, was finally made, 
and on the natives learning that the 
Snarlcers wore British subjects, made 
rtaefii comfortable and later sent them 
to Manila. Nothing was ever heard of 
the Chinese crew, numbering forty-five 
men. and they must have been 
drowned and devoured by the pursuing 
(harks.

FIGHT FOR AN OFFICE. 

Riot in the City Ilmll. Sun FrancUc* 
—One Man Shot and Several 

Brained. 

San Francisco. Jan. 10.—There was * 
riot at the city hall at uoon yesterday 
when Tax Collector-elect Scott at¬ 
tempted to take his office. One man 
was shot and others bruised in the 
tight that ensued. Scot t’s election is be¬ 
ing contested in the court by Collector 
Sheehan, whose terra expired yester¬ 
day. on the ground that Scott has not 
resided hero five years, as required by 
the new charter. Sttuday night Shee¬ 
han barricaded his office in the city 
hall, expecting to defend his alleged 
rights. At noon, accompanied by 
deputies, headed by Alexander Greg- 
galn. the pugilist, Scoti approached the 
tax collector's office. He called Tax 
Collector Sheehan, and after reading 
his certificate of election, called upon 
Sheehan to turn over tlie ottice to him. 
Sheehan refused aud it is alleged Scott 
struck hint. This started the tight in 
which gas pipe, chairs and pistols and 
clubs were used. The office was some¬ 
what wrecked and a merry tight was 
on w lie a a squad of police interfered. 
Tlie officers made liberal use of their 
clubs before a semblance of order was 
restored. One shot was fired, wouud- 
ing John O’Brien, one of Scott’s men. 
in the neck. The wound may prove 
fatal. Benjamin Solomon, a son of 
ex-Gov. Solomon of Utah, was arrested 
charged with having fired the shot but 
was subsequently released. Charles E. 
Donr. one of Sheehan's deputies, is un¬ 
der arrest for assaulting a man with 
an inkstand. Scott is now in posses¬ 
sion of tin* office. The police are 
searching every person win* attempt* 
to approach the tax collector's ottic. 
and are suizing all weapons found. 

IN CASE OF TROUBLE. 

The Machinal* Ordered to Santo De. 
mliiito to Protect America** Inter¬ 
est*. 

Washington, .lan. 10.—The Mnehles 
has been ordered from San Juan to 
Santo Domingo. She left that place 
a few days ago to secure coal at San 
Juan and it Is deemed well to have a 
naval vessel on hand to protect Ameri¬ 
can interests iu case any trouble fol¬ 
lows the attempt of tlie French naval 
commander at Santo Domingo to en¬ 
force the settlement of the pending 
French claim of $60,000. It is pot be¬ 
lieved that there is any chance of any 
conflict between the French and 
American naval officers In the execu¬ 
tion of the secret instructions, but ap¬ 
parently the United States minister at 
Santo Domingo believes that in the in¬ 
terest of peace then* should be a 
larger naval force than one vessel 
there during this exciting time. The 
news that success lias attended a pop¬ 
ular subs/ rlption to raise the $60,000 to 
pay the claim is also regarded as tend¬ 
ing to avert danger of the adoption 01 
forcible measures by the French war¬ 
ship’s commander. 

MYSTERIOUS TRAGEDY. 

Man Kill* u Woman mid Attempt* 
Suicide After Concealing Identity 
of Doth. 

Chicago. Jan. to— After taking every 
precaution to prevent the identity oi 
himself and his victim from becoming 
known, a mail, supposed to be John 
Furuell. shot and killed a young wo¬ 
man ami then tried to commit suicide 
in a rooming house at 103 West Madi¬ 
son street yesterday. W hen the door 
of the room was opened last evening 
the indications were that the woman 
had been dead about five hours. 1 he 
man was yet alive and semi-conscious. 
At the county hospital lie became un¬ 
conscious and the identity of both re¬ 
mains a mystery- The doctors said 
thev did r.ot believe he would recover. 
The cause of the crime is as much a 
mystery as tin* identity o' the two. 

WILSON WILL NOT RESIGN. 

Will Resume III* Duties In Calm a* 
Soon n* HI* MI«»lon in Washing¬ 
ton I* Completed. 

Washington. Jan 10-Secretary Itooi. 
accompanied by Gen. James H. Wil¬ 
son, tbe military governor of Matnnzas 
province.

LADYSMITH WAS SAFE AT LAST 
ACCOUNTS. 


Humor That Builer Han frowned the 
Tuuelu. Cn|»tnred Twelve Gan*

Foar* That the Beleaguered 
Foree^ at LadyninMI* Must Be 
Short of Ammunition—Gen. White 
Keiiortn That the Boom Suffered 
Great Loan in the Aaaault on 
Ladysmith—Good Work of Cana¬ 
dian* and t|nee**MlanderN.

London. Jan. 10. — Gen. White still 
holds out. or did so sixty hours ago, 
when tlie Boers, ousted from their 
foothold inside the works, suspended 
Iheir assault at nightfall. England 
lias taken heart. Tile situation, how¬ 
ever. is worse. Tlie beleaguered force 
must have expended large amounts of 
amimmition. which cannot be replen¬ 
ished. and must have lost a number of 
officers and men. which is counter¬ 
balanced so far as the garrison is con¬ 
cerned. l»y the greater loss of I lie 
Boors. Gou. White still needs relief, 
and tlie difficulties confronting Gen. 
Builer arc as great as before. The 
former unvarnished sentences, read 
and re-read, tell how hard tlie town 
was pressed and how nearly his force 
of 0,000 u on were overpowered. The 
greatest concern for Gen. White is Ills 
supply of ammunition. When the 
siege begun bis ammunition supply 
was vaguely described as “plenty.’’ 
Ills artillery then had :mm» rounds per 
gun. Some of the batteries have been 
in action frequently since then and all 
were probably engaged last Saturday. 
His str.ek of shells consequently must 
be low. and this will make it difficult 
for Gen. White to co-operate in a 
movement by Gen. Builer. Tbe 
trenches at Ladysmith as described by 
a message which left a day or two be- 
for, tlie tjglit and lias Just come 
through, are fortified hills well covered 
with rifle pits and trenches, down 
which the infantry move in single file 
to tlie various posts in absolute safety. 
Full rations are still served to the vari¬ 
ous posts in absolute safety. 

Btiller Could Mitkc No Move. 

Mr. Spencer Williams, in tlie Post, 
points out that there is only one di¬ 
vision at Chieveley, another at Frere 
and a third r.t Estonurt. As Chieveley 
is stven miles from Colouso the Second 
division would have to march twelve 
miles to get into action, and tlie Third 
division twenty-two miles. Gen. 
Billler’s :Wl.OOll men and seveniy guns 
were, therefore, almost inactive Satur¬ 
day.' and . when Gen. White liolio- 
gra plied Gen. Builer could make no 
move, but only an ineffective demon¬ 
stration. 

Twenty-two transports will lie on the 
way to South Africa during tlie pres¬ 
ent mouth. According to the pro- 
gramme 25.600 additional troops and 
72 guns will soon lie afloat. Tlie gov- 
eri.n cut lias ordered Vlcker Sons & 
Maxim, limited, to inanhfacture as 
many 4.7-inch and 6-inch quick firing 
guns as can tie turned out until other¬ 
wise ordered. The Times publishes 
the following, dated Jan. 6. from Mod- 
der River: 

“News front Belmont show tlint the 
Queensland and Canadian volunteers 
have been so energetic in that, nelgli- 
imriiood tlint a large belt of the Free 
State across the border has been de¬ 
serted by the Boers.” 

Lord Dunraven. in tlie rimes this 
morning, returns to his arraignment of 
the war department's inferior artillery 
system. He says: 

"It is useless for the government to 
say tlint our artillery is equal to that 
of foreign nations since the .Boers have 
longer range mobile guns.'

Washington. Jan. 9.—During tbe dis¬ 
cussion yesterday of a resolution of in¬ 
quiry offered by Mr.- Pettigrew of 
South Dakota some sensational state¬ 
ments were made regarding the alti¬ 
tude of this government toward the 
Filipinos. Mr. Pettigrew said this 
govt-lull,cut had alteekeil its allies and 
1 hereby had been g:.;,.y of tip. grossest 
treachery, in.s statement was de¬ 
nied vigorously by Mr. Lodge, who de¬ 
clared tlial this government had done 
nothing of die kind, and that not even 
remotely hud it recognized the so- 
called government of the Filipinos. 

Mr. Morgan of Alabama discussed 
the race question iu tlie South, basing 
liis remarks upon a resolution offered 
by Mr. Pritchard iRcp.. N. C.i. lie 
thought some course should lie adopted 
which would prevent a repetition of 
the 1 luyes-Tilden controversy, aud dis¬ 
cussed at length the fourteenth and 
fifteenth amendments to the constitu¬ 
tion. He contended that to force the 
black race into a soeitl and political 
equality with tin* white race was only 
to clog tlie progress of till mankind. 
The speeeli was a strong appeal for 
action that would l-.eueht IhiiIi races, 
aud a defense of -lie new constitutions 
of Louisiana aud North*Carolina.

Moil Deliberate and Cold-Blooded 
Murder. 

Newcastle. Pa., Jan. 9. — Jearousy 
was the cause of a most deliberate and 
cold-blooded murder here Saturday 
night, but the authorities were not no¬ 
tified until yesterday morning. Raph¬ 
ael Ambrosia and Peter Yaravade. 
qunrrymen, were in love with the same 
girl. Grneio Yeltra. Saturday night 
Ambrosia, with two male friends, 
started out to visit at a neighboring 
house. Yaravade lay in ambush for 
liis rival, and when tlie latter came 
abreast of him lie drew a razor across 
Ambrosia’s face. He had evidently 
missed his throat, but he cut a gash 
that extended from the forehead to tlie 
chin, laving bare tlie teetli. and, in fact, 
opening the entire side of tbe face.

Frank 
Martzelof and his wife have been be¬ 
lievers in Christian Science for three 
years, and so confirmed in the doctrine 
are they that they have seen their two 
little ones die of malignant diphtheria 
and were willing to see their remain¬ 
ing eltlld perish rather than tnke her 
case “out of tlie hands of the Lord.” 
Not until forced to do so by the health 
authorities would the parents permit 
a physician in the house, even then 
the father refused to give the medi¬ 
cine prescribed and the health officials 
were compelled to take the family In 
charge. Beaver Valley tieople arc 
very much wrought up over tlie mat¬ 
ter and it is likely that Christian 
Science, with its prominent lenders in 
New Brighton, will be investigated by 
tlie courts.

THE X-RAYS AND LONGEVITY. 

Ucrinnn Doctor S»ya You Can Find Out 
How Long You Will Live. 

The other day a German doctor. M. 
Richter, sent a communication to the 
Imperial college of medicine of Ber¬ 
lin, which has made quite a stir in 
•Germany. He avers that by a thor¬ 
ough study of the organs by means of 
X-rays one may determine pretty ex¬ 
actly the length of life of a human 
being. It was known for a long time 
that the size of the heart, the lungs, 
the digestive organs and the brain 
might be considered among the best 
Conditions of longevity; but M. Richter 
. goes still further. He holds that there 

■ exists a close correlation between the 

■ v length of life and the dimensions of 
the different organs, and it is upon this 
supposed correlation that he bases a 

. system supported by numerous obser¬ 
vations and statistics. Richter admits 
himself that there are "individual ex- 
, ceptions.” Without those exceptions 
his discovery might be considered one 
of the most terrible plagues that ever 
threatened humanity. The idea of 
changing the entire world into one 
immense troop of people condemned to 
death, and knowing the precise hour 
when they would quit this world could 
! only originate in the brain of a Ger-

The reason is to be found 
in the methods of Norman military 
architecture. A Norman fortress was 
constructed of a tower or keep, with an 
attendant castle, each having the same 
relative importance. The first Con¬ 
stable of the Tower called himself 
"Constable of the Tower of London 
and Its attendant Castle.” Whereas 
in the case of most such buildings in 
England the name castle has survived 
longest, in the case of the principal 
fortresses at the capitals of Normandy 
and of Norman England the tower was

Burgher* of South Africa I« Natural 

-—A Chapter of l*a*t History—Eu<l of 

Katavla. ,V 

The sympathy which the Irish ex¬ 
press for the Boers today in the lat¬ 
ter's struggle against the British in 
South Africa has a strong historical 
foundation, says the New York Sun. 
One hundred years ago Holland, then 
known as the Batavian republic, risked 
its all in an effort to rescue Ireland 
from the yoke of England, and though 
its sacrifices were unavailing Irishmen 
will ever gratefully remember them. 
The story of this alliauce between the 
Irish and the Dutch and the chivalrous 
and self-sacrificing action of the latter 
may he interestingly recalled at the 
present time. The union was broug.it 
about by Theobald Wolfe Tone* whose 
undaunted energy, as restless as the 
.-.ea. and whose extraordinary genius 
for organizing and bringing to the aid 
of his schemes cabinets who were in¬ 
different when not hostile, have scarce¬ 
ly a parallel in history. He was the 
first great Irish republican. 

Wolfe Tone was the son of a Dublin 
eoachmaker and the organizer of the 
Society of United Irishmen, whose up¬ 
rising in 1798 came very near shaking 
off the grasp of England. On account 
of his relations with the Rev. William 
Jackson, a protestant clergyman, who 
was sent by the French government 

an emissary to Ireland, Tone had to 
fly to America, and in August, 1795, 
reached Wilmington on the Delaware 
river. He was then about 30 years of 
age. But banishment from his native 
land did not sever his heart from it 
nor weaken his resolve to make it free. 
In a few days he secured an interview 
with the French minister in Philadel¬ 
phia, then the capital of the United 
States, aud the following February 
found him in Havre, whence he imme¬ 
diately proceeded to Parl3. The diffi¬ 
culties he first encountered would nave 
crushed the hopes and heart of any 
one less undaunted and resourceful. 
Fortunately the American minister 
was friendly to him and Tone before 
long found himself discussing with 
Carnot. Hoche, Napoleon and the 
French directory plans and expeditions 
for the invasion of Ireland. 

The result was that the following 
December an expedition comprising 
forty-three sail and having on hoard 
15,000 troops. 45,000 stand of arms, ar¬ 
tillery, ammunition, etc. sailed from 
Brest. The fleet had little more than 
cleared the shores of France when a 
storm arose which scattered the ships, 
and. the weather continuing foul, they 
were never reunited. A few of them 
reached the point of destination. Ban- 
try bay. but Gen. Grouchy (the same 
who afterward failed Napoleon at 
Waterloo) refused to make a landing 
in the absence of Hoche, the com¬ 
mander in chief of the expedition, 
though he was urged to do so by 
Tone, who was with him aboard the 
same ship. Reverses seemed but to 
strengthen the purposes of Wolfe 
Tone, and, urged on by his ceaseless 
energy, the French directory author¬ 
ized another expedition, but none of 
them ever effected a landing In Ireland 
except a puny and belated one under 
Gen. Humbert. 

The foregoing indicates the charac¬ 
ter of an extraordinary young man in 
an extraordinary age, and will serve 
as an introduction in the Batavian re¬ 
public and the compact he established 
there In Ireland's behalf. He had won 
the respect of Napoleon, who expressed 
his regret at 9t. Helena that he had 
not followed Wolfe Tone's advice by 
striking at England in Ireland instead 
of in Egypt; he had commanded the 
esteem of Carnot, the great war min¬ 
ister, the “organizer of victory,” and 
of the greatest men in the French 
directory, but, seeing no immediate 
opportunity of accomplishing anything 
more in Paris In furtherance of his 
great projects, he cast his eyes toward 
the little republic on the North sea. 
And so in the early half of 1797 he 
turned his footsteps toward The 
Hague, and then was formed that 
friendly alliance'between the Dutch 
and the Irish which survives so 
strongly today. Wolfe Tone at once 
set to work to lay his plans before the 
Batavian ministers, and, as that coun¬ 
try and France were allies at the time, 
and both being hostile to England, his 
task was less difficult than he had an¬ 
ticipated. He was assisted, too, by his 
and Ireland’s great friend, Gen. Hoche, 
who, unfortunately for both, died while 
In command of the French army of the 
Sombre and the Meuse, and nearly a 
month before the Dutch expedition for 
Ireland sailed. 

The result of Tone's efforts at The 
Hague was the creation of a formid¬ 
able naval and military expedition for 
the invasion of Ireland, the rendezvous 
of the fleet being at Texel, an Island 
in the North sea. It consisted of fif¬ 
teen ships of the line, eleven frigates 
and a number of sloops, in all carrying 
14,000 men. besides a large quantity of 
arms and ammunition. 

But the expedition never reached 
Ireland. For months there was ad¬ 
verse wind and weather and the expe¬ 
dition could not sail. At length the 
Dutch government issued an order to 
De Winter, who commanded the fleet, 
to put to sea. He did so on the morn¬ 
ing of Oct. 11, 1797. His fleet and that 
of the English under Admiral Duncan 
came in sight of each other near the 
coast of Holland and off a place called 
Camperdown, a little town twenty- 
seven miles northwest of Amsterdam. 
An engagement bloodily and Obsti¬ 
nately contested followed, and the end 
was the destruction of the Dutch fleet, 
a disaster which practically wiped out 


that heroic little nation from the list 
of great naval powers. And this fate 
came about because of her disinter¬ 
ested efforts on behalf of Ireland. 

OUR IMMIGRANTS. 

SclenHUo Claaaltlcatlon of Tho*e Who 

Are Coming to ThU Country. 

The first step in statistical tabula¬ 
tion is classification, and classification 
invariably starts from an assumption 
of real or supposed resemblance. Not 
to dwell on such fundamental distinc¬ 
tions as those of color, race and na¬ 
tionality, we encounter the more spe¬ 
cial resemblances of agreement in re¬ 
ligious belief, agreement in industrial 
preference, agreement in political con¬ 
viction (as shown in election returns), 
similar susceptibility to emotionalism, 
similar capacities for rational compre¬ 
hension, similar imperfections of na¬ 
ture, which result in lives of crime or 
pauperism. Remove from social statis¬ 
tics this postulate that blood kinship 
or mental resemblance between ono so¬ 
cial unit and another is the basts of 
social phenomena, and the statistics 
themselves would cease to exist. Stat¬ 
istics reveal also the consciousness 
which men have of their resemblances 
and their differences. It Is statistically 
known that the geographical distribu¬ 
tion of nationalities is not accidental 
or capricious. Immigrant Italians,Ger¬ 
mans and Scandinavians find their way 
to those parts of the country .where 
men of their own blood and speech are 
already established. Intermarriages ot 
men and women of different nationali¬ 
ties are statistically known to be fre¬ 
quent where no differences of religion 
exist, and infrequent where different 
nationalities profess different faiths. 
The statistics of political elections are 
quite as much statistics of the con¬ 
sciousness of kind as of differences of 
mental type Itself. The most signifi¬ 
cant fact of all, however, has still to 
be named. It is this: From the first 
known beginnings of statistical re¬ 
search to the present time every exten¬ 
sion of statistical inquiry has been in 
a large measure due to the conscious¬ 
ness of kind. The first statistical sur¬ 
veys of communities of which we have 
any record were such tribal enumera¬ 
tions as those recorded in the book of 
Numbers, the avowed object of which 
was to ascertain the strength and re¬ 
sources of the various tribes by clans, 
lesser gentile groups, and households, 
not more for utilitarian reasons than 
for the gratification of gentile and 
tribal pride.—In Appleton's Popular 
Science Monthly. 

Letter* from Besieged 1 ’arlalans. 

From the Seine, near Villeneuve, not 
far from Paris, has been taken a curi¬ 
ous reminder of the days of the Paris 
siege. It is a zinc ball, which con¬ 
tained over 300 letters, written in De¬ 
cember, 1870, when the German coil 
was tightening about the French cap¬ 
ital. At that time, besides the balloons 
and carrier pigeons as means of com¬ 
munication with the outside world, the 
people of Paris inclosed letters in small 
zinc globes, sealed the receptacles her¬ 
metically and dropped them into the 
Seine. The friendly waters drifted the 
globes down until they reached the 
French lines below. After a while the 
Germans learned of this expedient, and 
placed nets in the river above the 
nets of the Frenchmen and captured 
the globes. A little while ago a fisher¬ 
man near Villeneuve found one of 
these globes, and with a sharp knife 
opened it and extracted the letters. 
The old letters still legible, were sent 
to the postofflee, and sir'll of the ad¬ 
dresses as can be found will receive 
the missives twenty-eight years over* 
due. 

Woman Who Fought with the Kegl* 
meat. 

The "Fighting Fifth," which is like¬ 
ly to take a leading part in the fighting 
in South Africa, is one of the very few 
regiments in the British army in which 
a woman fought for many years side by 
side with the men. On the tombstone 
of her grave at Brighton, which Is still 
kept in good order by the officers, is 
the inscription: "In memory of Phoebe 
Hessel, who was born at Stepney In 
the year 1713. She served for many 
years as a soldier in the Fifth regi¬ 
ment in different parts of Europe, and 
in the year 1745 fought under the com¬ 
mand of the Duke of Cumberland In 
the battle of Fontenoy, where she re- 
oeived a bayonet wound in her arm. 
Her long life extended from the reign 
of Queen Anne to that of George IV., 
from which monarch she received com¬ 
fort and support in her later years. 
She died at Brighton Dec. 12, 1821.age<J 
108."

According to recent writer. Great 
Britain produces fewer than a third 
of the number of new books published 
by Germany, not more than half of the 
new books produced by France, and 
considerably under the total produced 
by Italy. The numbers given are: Ger¬ 
many. 24,000 new books per year; 
France, 13,000; Italy, 9,500; Great Brit¬ 
ain, 7,300; United States, 5,300; Nether¬ 
lands, 2,500. If, however. Great Britain 
is thus low in the general production 
of new books, she leads in the produc¬ 
tion of novels, heading the list with 
2,438. Germany leads in educational 
works, with 5,442; arts and sciences, 
with 2,938; belles lettres, with 2,453, 
and travel, with 1,139; while Italy 
leads in political economy, with 2,994, 
and France in history, with 1,164.

He proves to 
he a Mr. Luke Araewood, grandson and 
heir of the late Mr. Basil Arnewood, 
tin Irish gentlemaii of good social posi¬ 
tion and large means; nnd he had, it 
veins, returned from New Zealand for 
(lie purpose of entering Into possession 
of his lnlHTitatnce. 

"The police, as usual, are somewhat 
reticent as to wliat further clues may 
bo in their possession, but are sanguine 
of a successful issue to their efforts. 
Of course they always are. We may, 
however, be pardoned If we refust to 
■•tinre too strongly in these hopeful an- 
Icipatiors. . Despite the unrivalled 
network of eoniniuuleation nt their 
■ominaml, they have failed signally to 
race the missing lodger, Webb, in 
.vlwse room the corpse was found. Up 
In within a few hours ago they had 
failed to identify the murdered man; 
Hid, more likely than not. their present 
partial sueeesshns been due to some 
lucky serap of ’information received.’ 

"Now, we hold that the detective de¬ 
partment relies a great deal too much 
upon the old stand-by of ‘information 
received,’ especially in cases (like the 
present) where it is almost certain that 
t lie crime was not the work of profes¬ 
sional law-breakers. Unless we are to 
assume that I.uke Arnewood, upon 
binding, fell straightway Into the 
hands of some of the bad characters 
who haunt the neighborhood of the 
docks—an assumption scarcely consist¬ 
ent with the discovery of his body in 
Soho—then the probabilities are that 
lie was decoyed to his doom by some 
person on the lookout for liis arrivnl; 
and that person would assuredly take 
•very possible precaution to prevent 
his victim’s movements being subse¬ 
quently traced. A very few hours will, 
however, decide that point. 

“If Luke Arnewood quitted the docks 
with his luggage, by the ordinary 
ueaus of porters and a cab, then evi¬ 
dence to this effect will be speedily 
forthcoming. If not, the chances are 
.‘liar preparations had been made be¬ 
forehand to get him and his belongings 
•nvny. iu the bustle of landing, without 
local help. We Incline to this latter be¬ 
lief. and harbor a conviction that, if 
.'ver the murderer is brought to justice, 
t will certainly not be by means of the 
ild ’information received’ fonhitla." 

I confess that the perusal of that 
paragraph took me down several pegs 
u my own estimation. It was written, 
.certainly, upon very inexact informa- 
■Inn. and probably in baste. Yet bow 
smartly the situation had been sutn- 
ned up! And. thinking tile matter out, 
die belief gained upon me that the 
writer’s ingenious surmise was cor¬ 
rect, and that the murder was, indeed, 
he outcome of a prearranged scheme. 
If so. then the momentous question 
nose: Who would be likely to devise 
a plot so foul against so utter a strang¬ 
er as Luke Arnewood? Bevenge, or 
lust of gain, Is at the bottom of most 
murders. Revenge seemed out of the 
question in the present case, because 
.lie victim knew no one In Englnnd. 
Tain it might very well be. The trav- 
,'elcr bail refused all financial aid from 
TBrloit. & Grudgety as unnecessary, 
lie had, perhaps, brought a large sum 
»f money with him; nnd, npart from 
his, the somewhat awkward reflection 
trose that one man, at least, would 
benefit very greatly indeed by Luke 
Vrncwood’s dent hi—the very man who 
vns offering £5,000 reward for the dis- 
overy of his cousin’s murderer! 

Captain Arnewood the culprit! Was 
Ihe thing possible, conceivable?

And the tilings which the firemen 1 
then said, when they beard of what 
the superintendent had related, made 
the air for a brief time as sulphurous 
ns it would have been if the explosion 
which the firemen feared had actually 
taken place.—Albany Evening Journal.

Famine Camp. 

The author of "Enchanted India” 
gives a vivid and heart-sickening pic¬ 
ture of one of the famine camps, es¬ 
tablished ali over India to afford the 
means of earning a living to those 
whom the scourge had driven from 
their native provinces. Two or three 
thousand haggard and fleshless beings 
were digging or carrying earth to form 
an embankment for a railway or a 
road. With arms scarcely thicker than 
the handles of the tools they wielded, 
the laborers gasped for air, tired in a 
minute, and paused to rest in spite of 
the abuse of the overseers. Emaciated 
women, in their tattered saris, carried 
little baskets on their heads contain¬ 
ing a few handfuls of earth, which 
they could scarcely lift. One of them, 
wrinkled and shrunken, looked a hun¬ 
dred years old, tottering under her 
load. On reaching the spot where she 
was to empty out the soli, she leaned 
forward a little and let the whole thing 
fall, indifferent to the dust which cov¬ 
ered her and filled her mouth and eyes; 
and after taking breath for a moment, 
off she went again as if walking in her 
sleep. The men are paid as much as 2 
annas (3 pennies) a day. The women 
earn 10, 7 or 3 cowries (shells at the 
rate of about 190 to the anna) for each 
basket-load, according to the distance, 
and can make as much as 1 anna a 
day. A11 these tollers had to support 
others belonging to them. These, una¬ 
ble to work, squatted about the camp in 
their desolate and pitiable misery. And 
the food was insufficient for any of 
them, only hindering the poor crea¬ 
tures from dying at once. The baboo, 
who has lost caste and been half civ¬ 
ilized in the Anglo-Indian colleges, is 
always the middleman between the 
government and the poor; and he, 
barefaced, and with no pretence of 
concealment, took 20 per cent of the 
wages he was supposed to pay the la¬ 
borers. And there were none but ba- 
boos to superintend the poorhouse and 
the famine camps.

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TIES ARE STRONGER. 


Fraternal Frellna Urtwrrn Scandi¬ 
navian Xnttona la Very Marked. 

Tlie growth of n more fraternal feel¬ 
ing between the Scaiidlnavluu nations 
lias beeome very marked, especially in 
Sweden and Denmark, anil there 
largely aiming the plain people. The 
establishment of a periodical iu Den¬ 
mark as an organ for the Scandinavian 
movement lias been noted. It is re¬ 
ported that societies for tlie advance¬ 
ment of the idea have been formed in 
Stockholm, Gi.tlionborg, llpsula. .Vorr- 
koping and other iin|Mirlnnt Swcdlsn 
cities. In Norway there seems to be 
less Interest in the idea, lint thou the 
Norwegians have considerable politics 
and the uatiouiil language question to 
occupy tht'lr time. 

Then again, there are constantly 
arising incidents which irritate the 
Norwegians againsl Sweden: that is to 
say. against the government itself. 
Early in the Soul It African war Nor¬ 
way conchidctl I Im i it jvouhl lie de¬ 
sirable to send a few officers to the 
war and senl a request to England, 
which iiatiirnlly had to go through the 
Swedish foreign office. The British 
government dentist the request, but 
suggested ihat ilie military attache at 
the London ambassy could accompany 
the British troops. This gave Sweden 
an idea, and the attache was directed 
to proceed to South Africa. But lie 
was. of course, a Swede, amt I lie Nor¬ 
wegians felt highly irritated. They 
were particularly anxious to have mil¬ 
itary men in the Transvaal, for the 
country Is rocky and mountainous 
much like Norway, and their otworva- 
tions in South Africa would have been 
particularly valuable. The Norwegians 
are also quite convinced that the Swe¬ 
dish foreign department could have 
procured consent for at least one offi¬ 
cer from Norway to accompany tlte 
Britisii forces lmd It till'll in earnest. 


A COIXTRY OF TELEPHONES. 


Sweden Has More find Cheaper Tel¬ 
ephones Than Any Other Country 

In Stockholm, and. indeed, through¬ 
out Sweden generally, more telephones 
are in use. in proportion to population, 
than iu any other city or country iu the 
world. This statement is made by tlie 
Western Electrician and must be as. 
suiued to be correct. Outside of Stock¬ 
holm the government owns and oper¬ 
ates most of the lint's. Til the metrop¬ 
olis the Stockholm Alimaiina (general) 
Telephone company—a private corpora¬ 
tion—docs a large business. 

Government statistics, including en¬ 
tirely the large Stockholm company 
and other private concerns, show that 
in 1S9S there were in tin* country 880 
exchanges, with 33,038 subscribers and 
39.085 instruments. The telephone 
lines were IS. 120 miles long, and were 
made up of .73.93.7 miles of wire. Tlie 
number of conversations was 90.118,- 
952. Tlie average amount paid for the 
service was $14.32 for each subscriber 
in 18!IS. The cost to subscribers lias 
been steadily decreasing in recent 
years. In 1S!>4 it was $17.30. The sum 
of $720,383 was spent on new con¬ 
struction by tlie government in 1898. 
and tlie whole system now represents 
an investment of $4,241,409. To a con¬ 
siderable extent the telephone lias su¬ 
perseded the telegraph, anil it is largely 
used for train dispatching also. 

Tlie Stockholm General Telephone 
company operates in the capital and 
III the surrounding district to a distance 
of forty-four miles. It was organized 
iu 1883, and has steadily grown, the 
number of subscribers on Aug. 1. 1899, 
being 22.881. of whom about 3.950 were 
outside of the city proper. Tims Stock¬ 
holm. with .70,000 population, has

subscriber for every 105 of the popula¬ 
tion. But then the rates are different 
iu tlie two cities.

Denmark will sell 
them to the United States to traffe 
them to Germany for a portion of 
South Jutland, where the people are 
largely Danes, and prefer to live under 
Christian IX.
